Mr.  Chairman  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1964. 

During  the  year  no  serious  epidemic  occurred  and  the  general 
health  of  the  community  was  satisfactory.  There  are  two  subjects 
upon  which  I  should  like  to  make  a  brief  comment. 

Sewerage 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  Clenchwarton  and  Terrington 
sewage  disposal  schemes.  I  have  had  several  complaints  from 
householders  living  in  these  villages  and  in  each  case  the  fault 
is  in  the  failure  of  household  sewage  disposal.  Septia  tanks 
cannot  be  expected  to  work  when  the  water  table  is  as  high  as  it 
is  in  fenland  villages.  The  effect  is  readily  observed  in 
Clenchwarton  where  ditches  are  undoubtedly  receiving  sewage  from 
household  tanks.  The  only  effective  remedy  is  in  the  sewage 
system  which  is  to  be  constructed  and  one  hopes  that  the  plans 
for  this  will  go  ahead  without  any  delay.  The  problem  is 
particularly  acute  in  Clenchwarton  where  extensive  rather  low 
quality  housing  developments  have  taken  place  in  the  last  few 
years.  It  is  particularly  unfortunate  that  these  developments 
should  have  been  permitted  in  just  that  area  of  Marshland  where 
natural  land  drainage  is  minimal. 

Fruit  Pickers  Camps 

There  are  a  number  of  camps  in  Marshland  which  house  a 
roving  population  of  agricultural  workers  and  students  both  from 
this  country  and  abroad.  The  standard  of  hygiene  in  these  camps 
is  a  matter  of  great  importance  and  I  think  it  is  essential  that 
all  of  them  should  be  known  to  the  public  health  department.  I 
have  found  one  or  two  camps  of  which  we  had  no  records  at  all. 
Here  is  a  case  for  co-operation  between  employers  and  the  public 
health  authority.  There  should  be  a  regular  inspection  of  these 
premises.  Many  of  the  foreign  students  who  attend  the  camps  are 
not  familiar  with  the  health  service  and  need  advice  and  help. 
Some  of  them  are  notified  to  me  by  the  immigration  authorities 
but  there  is  a  case  for  a  local  register  so  that  the  M.O.H.  can 
give  help  and  advice  when  it  is  needed.  May  I  recommend  a  survey 
and  study  of  this  problem  which  particularly  concerns  Marshland.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1964* 

The  refuse  collection  and  cesspool  emptying  services  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily  and  the  work  of  the  employees  was  much 
appreciated* 

Some  progress  was  made  in  the  main  sewerage  scheme,  for  Terrington 
St.  Clement  and  Clenchwarton  Parishes.  As  a  result  of  the  inquiry 
held  into  this  scheme,  planning  permission  was  refused  for  the 
original  disposal  works  site  but  a  further  site  has  been  approved 
and  is  being  acquired  by  the  King’s  Lynn  Borough  Council  on  behalf 
of  both  authorities.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Consulting  Engineers 
will  soon  be  able  to  issue  tender  documents. 

With  regard  to  the  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
generally.  Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to  prepare  for  the 
Council’s  consideration  in  deciding  future  priorities,  a  compre¬ 
hensive  report  on  the  most  economical  method  of  providing  these 
facilities  for  villages  in  the  Rural  District  (excluding  Clenchwarton 
and  Terrington  St.  Clement). 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
Committee’s  support  and  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  the  other  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help.  My  thanks  are  due  also  to  my 
Assistant  and  Clerk  for  their  loyal  service* 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR, 


WATER  SUPPLY: 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Wisbech  and  District  Water 
Board. 

The  following  information  has  kindly  been  supplied  by  Mr.  J.S. 
Collins,  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist,  Wisbech  and  District  Water 
Board:- 

The  water  supplied  to  the  Marshland  Rural  District  comes  from 
two  sources :- 

(a)  The  Board’s  Marham  Works, 

(b )  King’s  Lynn  Corporation  Water  Department 

(Bulk  Supply  to  Margaretta  Bridge  Pumping  Station) 

Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  undertaken  during 
1964  on  samples  from  the  Board’s  Marham  Works,  Margaretta  Bridge 
Pumping  Station  and  the  distribution  system  in  this  area.  The 
results  have  been  of  a  very  high  standard.  Many  chemical  analyses 
have  also  been  carried  out. 

All  new  mains  were  sterilised,  samples  taken  and  bacteriological 
examinations  made  before  the  mains  were  put  into  service.  No 
connections  were  permitted  until  the  water  in  the  mains  was  of  the 
highest  standard  of  purity.

Totals  of  all  examinations  and  analyses  626 
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Out  of  the  total  of  Board's  treated  water  samples,  samples  taken 
at  Margaretta  Bridge  Pumping  Station  (Bulk  supply  from  KingTs  Lynn) 
and  samples  taken  from  consumers f  taps,  100$  were  negative  on 
examination  for  organisms  of  the  coliform  group. 

A  sample  taken  on  the  23rd  June,  1964*  from  the  distribution 
system  off  Marham  Pumping  Station,  on  which  a  fluoride  estimation 
was  carried  out,  had  a  fluoride  content  of  0.03  parts  per  million 
(as  P). 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Board  to  the  Marshland  Rural  District 
is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

There  were  no  cases  of  contamination  of  the  water  supply  in  the 
Marshland  Rural  District  during  1964. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 


Cesspools,  privy  vaults  and  septic  tanks,  with  sewage  disposal, 
plants  on  the  larger  Council  Housing  Sites,  are  the  main  methods 
of  disposal. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  operated  "by  two  vehicles 
which  were  fully  employed  in  coping  with  the  demand  from  "both 
Council  and  private  properties.  Regular  de-sludging  of  the  sewage 
plants  serving  Council  housing  sites  was  also  carried  out. 

Disposal  of  the  effluent  is  an  ever-recurring  problem  and 
consideration  has  still  to  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a  more 
permanent  system  available  throughout  the  year.

RIVER  POLLUTION 

PREVENTION  ACTS: 

The  district  continues  to  be  controlled  by  the  two  main  Internal 
Drainage  Boards  of  the  Marshland  Pen  and  West  of  Ouse  together  with 
the  Middle  Level  Commissioners  with  outfalls  controlled  by  the  River 
Boards  of  the  Nene  and  Ouse. 

Pollution  still  occurs,  especially  in  the  northern  area.  However, 
some  progress  has  been  made  with  the  proposed  sewerage  ache  me  for 
Terrington  St.  Clement  and  Clenchwarton  during  the  year.  In 
connection  with  this  scheme,  monthly  readings  of  the  subsoil  water 
levels  in  the  borehole  pipes  were  taken  and  reported  to  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers. 

FRUIT  PICKERS’  QUARTERS  AND  SEASONAL  WORKERS  -  CARAVANS: 

The  problem  of  housing  and  siting  caravans  for  seasonal  workers 
still  exists.  Periodical  visits  to  sites  were  continued  and  except 
for  a  few  isolated  cases  a  reasonable  state  of  cleanliness  and 
order  was  maintained. 

A  survey  was  made  during  the  peak  period  of  the  residential  and 
casual  caravans  in  the  district  and  a  report  given  to  the  Norfolk 
County  Council. 
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caravan  sites  and  control  of  development  act,  i960: 


The  policy  has  continued  of  controlling  caravan  sites  by 
inviting  applications  where  exemption  cannot  be  claimed. 

Limited  use  was  made  of  the  two  licensed  holiday  caravan  sites 
in  the  Outwell  and  Upw^ll  Parishes. 

The  only  residential  site  in  the  area  maintained  a  satisfactory 
standard. 


INFESTATION  BY  PESTS:

No  reports  of  infestation  were  received. 

No  cases  were  reported  or  found. 

No  major  problems  arose.  The  refuse  tip 
was  treated  by  the  Department  and  individual 
cases  were  dealt  with  by  modern  insecticides.

PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  BESTS  ACTS: 


A  rodent  operator  is  not  employed  by  the  Council.  There  were 
no  heavy  infestations  reported.  The  Department  maintained  a 
constant  watch  over  the  refuse  tip  and  baiting  continued  regularly. 
Advice  was  given  to  various  persons  reporting  infestations  and  in 
some  cases  help  was  given  by  the  Department  in  controlling 
infestation  on  premises. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING: 


The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  a  fortnightly  kerbside 
collection  in  the  district  and  small  extensions  to  the  service 
were  made. 


The  new  35  cubic  yard  continuous  loading  refuse  collection 
vehicle  continued  in  service  and  the  larger  loads  reduced  the 
milage-run  to  disposal  points.  Again  the  Council fs  employees  on 
this  service  carried  out  their  duties  satisfactorily. 

Again  use  was  made  of  the  Wisbech  Canal  and  by  December  a 
length  of  approximately  3,610  feet  had  been  filled.  This  tip  is 
receiving  the  refuse  from  the  Borough  of  Wisbech,  Wisbech  R.D.C. 
and  the  Emneth,  Outwell,  Upwell  and  West  Walton  Parishes  of  this 
area.  Measures  were  taken  against  fly  and  rodent  infestation  and 
injurious  weeds  were  cut  down  on  the  filled  section.  Trade  refuse 
was  accepted  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyors. 
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FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES: 


283  visits  were  made  to  all  types  of  food  premises  during  the 
year* 

25  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

There  are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers  in  the  district. 

TYPHOID  FEVER: 

Following  Ministry  of  Health  instructions  all  Food  premises  were 
visited  to  check  for  stocks  of  6 lb  tins  of  imported  corned  beef 
and  one  shop  was  found  to  have  three  tins  falling  within  the 
suspected  consignment.  Subsequently ,  a  further  visit  was  made 
regarding  6 lb  tins  of  tongue  and  three  of  these  tins  were  found. 

In  both  cases  the  tins  v/ere  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry's  instructions. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  -  MEAT  INSPECTION: 


One  private  slaughterhouse  remained  in  operation  until  October. 
Construction  of  the  new  slaughterhouse  at  Walpole  St.  Peter 
continued  but  progress  is  very  slow.

By 
arrangement  with  the  Housing  Officer,  applicants  rehoused  from 
properties  were  notified  to  my  Department.  Inspection  of  these 
houses  was  made  and  appropriate  action  taken  either  by  closing  or 
for  repairs  to  be  carried  out.  Many  of  the  scars  in  the  villages 
are  being  removed.  Development  by  Private  Enterprise  and  Council 
went  ahead  and  I  give  below  the  number  of  new  dwellings  completed.
